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Red Devils post successful tournament run

Despite bowing out of the Regional final to McBain, 
the East Jordan Red Devils put forth an exciting effort 
in their fine post-season run. 

As District champions, the Red Devils traveled to 
Grayling for further glory, beginning the Regional 
run with a match against the Braves of Tawas City. 

East Jordan bounced out to an early 13-11 lead, but 
the Braves struck back with a strong second period to 
assume a 31-29 halftime lead. Tawas took another 
point and tacked it to the lead after three, 43-40, but 
the furious survival instinct of the Red Devils took 
over from there. 

Powered by Jim Lord, Mike Newkirk and a five 
point final period by the exciting Steve Wiltfong, East 
Jordan came back and erased the Braves lead, then the 
Braves themselves, 59-57 in front of amassive scream- 
ing throng of Red Devil fans. 

Lord finished with 19 points, seven of that in the 
fourth period and 3 of 4 from the charity stripe. 
Newkirk added 17 with three treys including a fourth 
quarter shot that made the decibel level of the crowd 
soar. Wiltfong finished with nine points. Taro 
Middaugh and Andrew Otis cashed in with five points 
apiece. 

Thursday was the Regional final, with McBain’s 
Ramblers the opposition. 

The Ramblers got off to a quick 4-0 lead, expanded 


‘it to 12-7 midway and despite treys by Lord and 


Newkirk, kept the gap 20-15 after one quarter. 

McBain reached 24-17 before the Red Devils fi- 
nally got their shooting touch and went wild, led by 
scoring demon Wiltfong. He finished the first period 
with a put-in at the buzzer, igniting a 14-0 Devil run 
with a trey, a steal, another trey, and suddenly East 
Jordan led 25-24, A Newkirk lay-in, Wiltfong jumper, 
and a Lord block that was saved from popping out by 
Wiltfong, turned into a Lord drive for two, and East 
Jordan was up 31-24, 

Aaron Otis added a late field goal and Newkirk a 
free throw, putting the Devils in command, 38-29 at 
the half. 

But McBain wasn’t ready to rolling over and play 
dead, as the second half would prove. 

After Andrew Otis fed Lord inside to make it a 40- 
30 game early in quarter three; McBain came scoring. 
Their big man, Lars Fredin, hit a triple; hit another 
triple and was fouled for a rare four-point play; 
suddenly the game was 40-37. Wiltfong hit a pair of 
shots to increase the lead back to five, 44-39, but

Wiltfong hit another trey and Newkirk a bucket, 
while McBain countered with three goals to lead 52- 
51. Missed free throws kept East Jordan from reas- 
suming the lead at the break. 

The teams struggled mightily down the fourth quar- 
ter stretch, East Jordan reaching a 57-54 lead on Karl 
Redmers goal-tended basket. Then came a seven 
point run from McBain and a 61-57 lead. Redmers 
next score cut the gap to 62-61 with 3:30 minutes to 
go, but the Devil magic was about to run out. 

McBain went ona seven point run again, while East 
Jordan went cold for two minutes, including some 
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early free throw misses that really hurt. 

A Lord three point play with 1:26 left cut the gap to 
69-64, but East Jordan could not catch a break, even 
on missed McBain free throws. With the rebound in 
their hands, the Ramblers kept the Devils at bay and 
finally put East Jordan out, 74-67. Yaro Middaugh 
finished the scoring with a triple in the final seconds. 


Wiltfong finished his junior season with a 21-point 
game, while senior Lord netted 16. Junior Newkirk 
scored 12 and junior Middaugh had nine. Four of the 
Red Devil top scorers, plus sophomore point guard 
Andrew Otis, will be back to make another mun at the 
top of the State Class C pile next season.

The DDA restriction is new in 1994. 
In previous years, an East Jordan mail- 
ing address was the only boundary re- 
quirement. 

But according to E.J. Chamber Presi- 
dent Mary Ann Roberts, hooking into 
the DDA was the intention all along.

The time is right for you spring time 
anglers to start getting the tackle boxes 
and rods and reels ready for the season 
coming. The best way to check your 
rods is to first give them a good clean- 
ing. Start out with a warm, soapy water 
solution cleaning the rod shaft and the 
guides. Then take acotton swab and run 
it around the entire guide where the line 
can make contact with the guide. 

If the swab gets snagged on a steel 
guide, you can sand the rough spot out 
with some fine sand paper. If the guide 
is ceramic or hardloy you might find it 
so hard that it is almost impossible to 
sand out. The best thing to do is to 
replace it with the proper size guide. 
While you have the sandpaper out, you 
can easily make those cork handles 
look brand new by sanding off the dirt 
and grit from last year. This is of great 
benefit to the cork, as it keeps it from 
getting stiff and cracking or breaking. 

Reels should also be cleaned. Before 
you open the case of the reel, start out 
by wiping off any dirt that was left on 
from last season. Always remember to 
inspect the exterior for damage before 
you work on the interior. Then open up 
the reel and carefully remove the gears, 


if you can. If you don’t have the expe-

rience, or if your reel fis explosion 
drawing, you may want to take it.to a 
dealer who can do the Cleaning for you. 

Assuming that you do have the guts 
(no pun intended) to get inside a reel, 
the first thing to do islean off the old 
reel grease. This can get really sticky 
and feel crusty. You want to use a 
grease that is formulated for the job. 

As a dealer that cleans reels, I cantell 
you from lessons learned by others, 
don’t lube your reel with petroleum 
jelly. First the viscosity of petroleum 
jelly isn’t going to stand up to the use a 
reel gets. It breaks down very fast in 
heat. Reels sitting in a boat all day can 
build temperatures of over 140 degrees 
inside the reel chassis. Secondiy, most 
reel manufactures will void the war- 
ranty if not properly lubricated. 

When you take the working part of 
the reel apart, lay them on a level sur- 
face with some paper towels or shop 
Tags to keep them from moving. I al- 
ways clean out the reel chassis as well, 
then give the interior a light coat of reel

grease. When you grease the gears don’t 
be afraid to be liberal with the grease.. 


Some reel companies will actually pack 
the chassis full of grease. I don’t feel 
that this is necessary unless the manu- 
facturer specifically recommends it. 

After proper reassembly, put fresh 
line on the reel. I always tell my cus- 
tomers to change line often and to use 
the premium brands. Companies such 
as Berkley and DuPont Stren produce 
line tolerances as tough as NASA. The 
line is the only direct link you have with 
the fish, so it simply doesn’t pay to 
skimp on it. It only takes one lose of the 
fish of your lifetime to make you under- 
stand that good fresh line may have let 
you place that fish above the mantle.
